The crowd 
in front then raised an uproar and at 
the suggestion of the leaders adjourned 
to the court house square. 

Jail Searched. 

Ex-County Clerk Claude Chinn, a con- 
federate veteran, accompanied the crowd 
and made a speech to about 200 men. He 
is a brother of the man murdered. He 


said: 

‘I do not know what to advise you 
to do at this moment, but something 
must be done. These murderers must 
be punished. I have had a man watch- 
ing the jail since noon. He says the 
men have not been moved.” 

“Will you go with us?’ was asked by 
&@ member of the crowd. 

“I will go any place with you; you 
know my record,” replied the old soi- 

er. 

One of the more quiet of the crowd 
Suggested that before anything fadical 
was done, Mr. Chinn search the jail in 
person. With this the crowd, now num- 
bering four or five hundred, went to the 
jail. A strong force of police guarded the 
entrance to the jail. 

At the jail there was a parley and a 
.Bumber of citizens approached Mr. Chinn 
and gave assurances that the men were 
hot in the jail. 

Mr. Chinn at 8:45 o'clock mounted the 
jail steps and addressed the crowd. He 
told them he was now certain the mur- 
derers were r@t in the jail and urged 
them to disperse. 

Thousands About Jail. 7 

The crowds demanded that another 
committee be admitted to make a search.

Rixey Wants Them Employed in the 
Naval Hospitals. 

Washington, October 15.—The first an- 
nual report of Surgeon General Rixey 
shows that the health of the navy and 
marine corps was good throughout ihe 
past fiscal year, the percentage of the 
sick and death rate being lower than for 
several years... The most important rec- 
ommendation of the report, perhaps, is 
that congress provide for the establisn- 
ment of & woman’s nurse corps for the 
navy. The surgeon general says: 

“That women are the superior of men 
for the work of nursing there can be no 
question, and the objection that they are 
not compatible with military conditions 
can scarcely apply to institutions of the 
character of our large naval hospitals.’’

American Missionary Will 
Not Be Allowed To Return’ 
to the Empire.

Roberts 
college, at Constantinople, has also ad- 
vised. to the same effect and the Ameri- 
can board of commissioners for foreign 
missions also knows the ultimatum of 
the sultan. Miss Stone intended to go 
back to Turkey as soon as her lecture 
contract with Major Pond, of Brooklyn.

She will not, it is. asserted tonight, 
make any attempt to return until the 
sultan is willing for her to do so. If 
Miss Stone should persist in returning 
te the Ottoman empire, she would have 
to do so at her own expense, as the 
American board, in view of existing 
conditions, will refuse positively to send 
her out under their auspices.

meeting for October 19 of representatives 
of the provincial Macedonian societies, 
and they send telegrams to the capitals 
ef Europe. praying European statesmen 
# protect the Christians of Macedonia 
ggainst Turkish atrocities. The Mace- 
gonian chiefs have addressed an appeal 
to the Bulgarian press and to benevolent 


gocieties for assistance for the retugees. 


Vienna, October 15.—Sir Alfred Billotti, 
the British consul general at Salonica, 
has written a letter to a Vienna friend, 
dated October 10, confirming the opinion 
in other quarters that the situation in 
Macedonie is not so perilous as generally 
represented. The only murders in the 
Salonica district have been those of a 
Turkish tax collector and two gendarmes, 
who were escorting him and some mur- 
@erers of Turkish charcoal burners. 
Constantinople, October 15.—It !s de- 
elared in government circles that the 
Bulgarien revolutionary bands have 
everywhere been defeated, and that, after 
a sharp engagement in the Krezna defile 
between a force of Turkish troops and 
insurgents, the Bulgarians were disloged 
and dispersed. 
The Porte understands that the Bul- 
an government has finally decided to 
suppress the Macedonian comnuittee.

W Miemstad. October 15.—News has Been 
received here from Caracas that the bat- 
tle near LaVictorila between the forces 
of President Castro, numbering 4,100 men, 
with fifteen guns, and the Venezuelan 
revolutionists, which began Monday morn- 
ing, has so far been without definite re- 
sult. 

General Matos, leader of the revolution, 
and General Mendosa were not present. 
The only rebel generals engaged were 
Guevara, Torres, Crespo and Antonio 
Fernandez, who had with them about 
3,100 men, representing the advance guard 
of the revolutionists. 

President Castro led a charge in person 
and showed great courage and coolness. 
His lieutenant, General A. L. Cantrar, 
who was at one time at the West Point 
military academy, was mortally wounded. 

The government forces had 247 men 
killed, while the revolutionists lost 310 
men. Among the latter was General 
Guevara. 

The arrival at the scéne of battle at 
5 o'clock Monday afternoon of Vice Pres- 
ident Gomez with 800 men and a large 
amount of ammunition saved the situa- 
tion for the government. At that time 
the odds were greatly against President 
Castro, but the arrival of reinforceménts 
improved his position. Monday night the 
révolutionists still retained their posi- 
tions. 

Castro Falling Back. 
The fight started again Tuesday, and 
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at 10 o’clock in the morning Castro re- 
tired to LavVictoria. At 1. o'clock the 
fighting ceased on both sides. 

News of the engagement having reach- 
ed General Matos and Mendosa, they 
hastened to the scene and arrived at a 
point near LaVictoria yesterday with the 
rest of the revolutionary army, which 
now numbers about 8,000 men. The re- 
infercements under Matos and Mendosa 
intended to take part in the renewal of 


‘hostilities today.

Washington, October 15.—United States 
Minister Bowen, at Caracas, has cabled 
the state department asking that one, or 
perhaps two more warships be sent to 
reinforce the gunboat Marietta at La 
Guayra, in view of the present critical 
gituation which has arisen at the Venez- 
uelan capital. Some time ago, when 
President Castro left his capital, Minister 
Bowen expressed to the state department 


his fears that an occupation of the cap- 
ital by the revolutionary forces would 
result in rioting and pillage, and be at- 
tended with great dangers to unprotect- 
ed foreigners. Such a situation, it is in- 
ferred here, is again imminent. 

It 1s probable that either the Panther, 
now at Colon, or the Cincinnati, in Hay- 
tien waters, will be ordered from her pres- 
ent station and sent to the Venezuelan 
capital.

HELD BY REBELS 


President Marroquin Has Deen 
Captured by Femandez 


\ 


It Is Reported That Fernandez Has 
Proclaimed Himself Dictator. 
Marroquin Procured the 
Office of President by 
Deposing Clemente. 


Frankfort-on-the-Main, Germany, Oc- 
tober 15.—The Frankfurter Zeitung pub- 
lishes a dispatch saying that General 
Fernandez has captured President Mar- 
roquin, of Colombia, and has proclaimed 
himself dictator 


President Marroquin procured the of- 
fice of president of Colombia by arbitra- 
rily deposing former President San 
Clemente July 31, 1900. Marroquin was 
vice president of the country. In Octo- 
ber of last year a conspiracy to over- 
throw Marroquin was discovered. The 
then minister of war and several prom- 
inent conservatives were implicated. It 
was also purposed to reinstate former 
President San Clemente in office. The 
plot failed and the conspirators were 
locked up. General Fernandez was the 
Colombian minister of war. 

Revolution Serves Nicaragua. 

Panama, October 15.—El Tempo, a 
newspaper published in Bogota by cer- 
tain well-known members of the Hberal, 
Or revolutionary party, said in a recent 
editorial article that the prolongation of 
the fighting on the isthmus of Panama 
was greatly in favor of the interests of 
Nicaragua in the matter of an isthmian 
canal, because it prevents Colombia from 
approving the canal bill within a reason- 
able length of time. 

The paper expressed the hope that po- 
tical obstinacy and the heat of the fleld 
of battle would not blind General Her- 
rera to the interests of the country. It 
reminded the liberals that political inter- 
ests in certain republics of South Amer- 
ica are very transitory, and that the 
sacrifice to them of the permanent in- 
terests of Colombia not only shows a 
lack of patriotism, but gives Senator 
Morgan the right to express himself 
concerning Colombia as he has done. 
The article ends with a warning to the 
revolutionists that to continue fighting 
on the isthmus is to serve openly the 
interests of Nicaragua. - 


WADS OF MONEY

New York District Attorney 
Raids Safes of Gambling 
Houses. 


New York, October 15.—A dozen big rolls 
of greenbacks were found, according to 
District Attorney Jerome, in the safes of 
two of the five alleged gambling houses 
which were the scenes of raids last night, 
by order of the district attorney.

Republic Will Abide ‘by the 
Award in the Pius Fund 
Case, 


Mexico City, October 15.—Ygnacio Ma- 
riscal, minister of foreign relations to 
the Mexican government, when seen by 
a correspondent of the Associated Press 
and asked for the opinion of the Mexi- 
can government in regard to The Hague 
award on the Pius fund claim, said tnat 
it would be undignified on the part of the 
government to express an opinion, 

“All that I can say,’’ added Senor Ma- 
riscal, ‘‘is that Mexico, as it is her duty 
and according to her promise, accepts 
and will abide by the award, and, though 
the protocol with the United States en- 
titles us as the losers to ask for a re- 
vision, we will waive that right.” 


Statement by State Department.

HE BECAME HERO OF SOUTH 


fie Says That Not Since the Days of 


Pontius Pilate Has Such Injus- 
tice Been Done an Innocent 
Man—Great Address to 
Sons of Veterans. 


Jackeon, Miss., October 15.—(Special.)— 
Standing under a portrait of the late 
president of the southern confederacy to- 
pight and addressing the Mississippi divis- 
‘son of the Sons of Confederate Vet- 
grans, Governor Jefferson Davis, of Ar- 
kansas, delivered a strong defense of his 
ilustrious name sake, and declared that 
‘never since the days of Pontius Pilate 
have such injustice and cruelty been heap- 
ed upon an innocent man. 

His address was a magnificent outburst 
of oratory, and, in conclusion, he spoke 
as follows: 

“The very indictment against Jefferson 
“Davis was the catalogue of the grand acts 
‘ef a sovereign, a sovereign who con- 
epired with such men as Lee, Jackson, 
Johnston, Stuart, Forrest, Kirby Smith 
and Taylor to fight such battles as the 
two at Manassas, the seven at Richmond, 
two at Fredericksburg, the bloody fight 
gt Gettysburg, the Wilderness, Chancel- 
Jorsville and Spottsylvania. Great pub- 
Hicists, such as Chase and O’Connor, knew 
that the law and custom of nations did 
‘mot brook such deeds as those of a trait-

IS SETTLED 


Colonel Rufus N. Rhodes of 
the Birmingham News 
Acts as Mediator, _ 


| TERMS OF SETTLEMENT 


ARE NOT MADE PUBLIC 


Are Satisfactory and Honorable Both 
to Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rail- 
road Company and the 
Miners in Their Employ 
in Alabama. 


Birmingham, Ala., October 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Four thousand, five hundred miners 
of the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Rallroad 
Company who went on strike ten days 
ago will return to work on Friday, an 
agreement having been reached between 
the men and operators. 

For several days negotiations have 
been in progress looking to a setlement. 
Rufus N. Rhodes, editor of The Birming- 
ham News, interested himself .in_ the 
taatter and his good offices were acceptd 
by both sides to the controversy. , 

As a result the district board of the 
miners was called to meet at 11 o’clock 
this morning at the headquarters of the 
United Mine Workers in the Chalifoux 
building. Reporters of the local press, 
who had been summoned by telephone, 
were on hand when the meeting began 
and waited in the ante-room uatil the 
session was ended. 

Mr. Rhodes, who wag present by invi- 
tation, was requested to appear before 
the board, and he addressed its members 
in executive session. Mr. Rhodes then 
came into the ante-room and made this 
statement: 


“I am authorized by the executive 


) board of district No. 2, United Mine 


Workers of America, to make the state- 
ment that the strike has been declared 
off, taking effect at 12 o’clock m. Wednes- 
day, October. 165. 

“The terms and conditions are confi- 
dential, but I want to state, as one not 
interested in one side or the other, that 
the s:attlement is entirely satisfactory 
and hondrable to all parties concerned. 
The men will probably go back to work 
Friday morning."' 

In a few minutes Mr..: Rhodes was 
again invited into the room in which 
the board was in session, and made a 
brief address to the members, after which 
the doors were opened and the reporters 
admitted. . ‘ 

William R. Fairley, member of the na- 
tional executive board of the United Mine 
Workers of America, and Edward Flynn, 
president of district No. 20, said that it 
gave them pleasure to confirm in their 
official capacities the statement which 
Mr. Rhodes had given to the reporters. 
Mr. Fairley was asked how the settle- 
ment was brought about, and in reply 
said: ' 

“Here are copies of resolutions which 
have just been unanimously, adopted by 
the board. That is our answer.” : 

The resolutions referred to set forth 
the efforts of Mr. Rhodes in bringing 
about a settlement, and thanked him for 
his action in the matter. 

Mr. Fairley also stated: ‘‘The terms of 
settlement are confidential, and will not 
be divulged, but are satisfactory and 
honorable both to the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company and the 
miners in their employ.”’

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Matter Taken Up by Association 
of Railroad: Commissioners 


Will Ask Congress To Give Power to 
‘Interstate Commerce Commission 
| To Adopt’ Uniform Classi- 
fication—Next Meeting 
at New Orleans. 


Hot Springs, Ark., October 15.—Today’s 
session of the Southern Association of 
Railroad Commissioners was not called 
to order until noon. J. D. McInniss, of 
Mississippi, presented the repoft of the 
uniform classification committee, which 
held that’ it was difficult to arrange a 
schedule satisfactory to all sections of 
the country and all interests. The report 
was received and Commissioner A. L. 
May, of Mississippi, offered a resolution 
to the effect that the commission. rec- 
ommend to the congress of the United 
States the passage of an act requiring 
the interstate commerce commission to 
adapt a uniform classification of freight 
articles, providing for a time in which 
such classification shall be made and 
when the same shall take effect. After 
a orolonged debate the resolution was 
passed by a large majority. 

Judge J. H. Reagan’s motion, that the 
convention recommend to the several 
states the passage of laws to control and 
limit the issue of stocks and bonds of 
Trailways to an amount not to exceed 
the actual value of the property and 
franchises of each road, was unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Chairman May, of the committee on 
delaye in enforcing orders of railroad 
commissions, after making his report, 
presented a fesolution asking the na- 
tional congress to pass an act authoriz- 
ing and requiring federal courts to treat 
all cases arising under and by virtue 
of lawe creating railroad commissions, 
whether state or interstate, wherein the 
public interests are Involved, as “prefer- 
ence cases,’’ and as such that they be 
entitled to be placed at the head of the 
docket and to be speedily and promptly 
heard. Adopted. 

John D. McInniss presented a resolu- 
tion instructing state commissioners to 
request their representatives in congtTess 
to pass an act giving the interstate com- 
merce commission adequate powers and 
power to fix rates. Adopted.

Mr. Knox on the Trusts. 

The speech made at Pittsburgh 
“Tuesday evening by Attorney General 
Knox is one of the most enlightening 
| utterances of the present campaign. 
' It derives its strong significance from 


- the fact that the speaker is the legal 


adviser of the president and his cab- 
- {net, ‘has been for months charged by 


the executive to study and enforce the 
: - national law against trusts. and now 


i e" peaks with authority on the results 


> of his dealings with that law, its de- 


 ficiencies and its possible perfection 
for the ends purposed to be compassed 
— by it. 

In the first place, it is noteworthy 
that the argument of the attorney gcn- 
eral gives a black-eye and complete 
knock-out to the demand of President 
- Roosevelt that a constitutional amend- 


© ment is necessary to empower con- 


' gress to deal effectively with the 
' trusts. Mr. Knox not only admits that 
' there are trusts—and so bowls over 
_ Senator Hanna—but admits that most 
- of those of recent origin are loaded 
with noxfous features—and by that 
> declaration puts Senator Lodge out of 
_ business. Indeed, the attorney gen- 
| eral makes it absolutely plain and em-

As to the Sherman law, Mr. Knox in- 
sists that it did not, in its provisions, 
exhaust congressional authority and 
powers. While the courts have so con- 
strued some of its clauses as to ren- 
der them valueless as effective re- 
straints upon the trusts, yet it is still 
possible for congress to cure tho de- 
fects and add to the law so as to make 
it a deadfall upon all monopolistic end 
trust combinations whose “reasonable- 
ness” under the principles of common 
and statute laws cannot be vindicated. 

In this connection it is curious to 
note that of seventy-nine replies to 
the question whether the Sherman act 
exhausted the power of congress in 
the way of anti-trust legislation, sent 
by senators and representatives to the 
New York Evening Post, forty-nine 
were from democrats and thirty from 
republicans—all of the democrats, ex- 
cept one, saying “no,” and the republi- 
cans dividing in the proportion of 
three “noes” to two “yeas.” Thirty- 
eight of the seventy-nine were in favor 
of a constitutional amendment to 
meet the president’s idea of what 
should be done—fifteen of the affirma- 
tives being from democrats and five 
of the negatives being from republi- 
cans. 

Still the facts stand for themselves 
and prove that the democratic posi- 
tion with reference to the trusts has 
been right all the time and the repub- 
licans have been hunting some subter- 
fuge through which to escape respon- 
sibility for the robber combines, or @ 
way to pacify the public indignation 
without hurt to the party. The demo- 
crats wil] find little to dissent from in 
Attorney General Knox’s presentation 
of the trust situation, but it will re- 
quire very lively side-stepping and 
backing for some of the republican 
leaders, one of the most conspicuous 
of whom is the president himself, to 
get in line wfth the Knox argument. 
It is a clear and square justification of 
the democratic position from start to 
finish—and hence its greatest signifi- 
cance at this critical political juncture. 


Knocking Out the Sweat-Box. 

The Indiana supreme court has sus- 
tained a verdict for heavy damages 
against a police officer who subjected 


‘a prisoner to the ordeal of the sweat- 


box in order to extort information or 
a confession. The officer had neg- 
lected the little necessary matter of 
getting out a legal warrant for the 
prisoner and the jury very promptly 
scorched him with a hot verdict. 

Comments on the case indicate that 
there is a great deal of this sort of 
illegal usage practised by the police 
forces of the cities. That it is clearly 
lawless and can be prosecuted for, 
both criminally and in damages, is 
made plain by the citations so fully 
quoted by the supreme tribunal of In- 
diana. From them it appears that no 
police officer has the legal right to 
detain a prisoner longer than is rea- 
sonably necessary to get a warrant 
from a proper officer, or to take him 
before a committing court. The au- 
thorities on this point are exceedingly 
plain and multiplied and the decision 
is based upon the most elemental 
principles of justice between the state 
and the accused. 

It would be well for police authori- 
ties to everywhere take note of these 
legal precedents and so order the 
work of their departments as to do 
away with the drastic and cruel meth- 
ods of illegally treating prisoners and 
the prevalence of which in most of 
our cities is undeniable. 


Senator Foraker Stumped. 

There is scarcely a-~ shiftier and 
more rebounding politician in the re- 
publican arena than Senator Joseph 
Benson Foraker, of Ohio. He is the 
possessor of a very overwhelming art 
of making the worse appear the better 
cause and for throwing dust in the 
eyes of the brethren he is easily the 
head-line artist. 

In the present campaign, however, 
Senator Foraker finds the situation 
too puzzling even for his inimitable 
ingenuity. He stands up before the 
audience to charm them with graphic 
pictures in words of the prosperity 
which abounds as the outflow of the 
republican party’s policy of protection. 
But the people in front insist upon 
peppering him with questions that 
would make dents in a cast-iron gas 
pipe, to say nothing of a spellbinder’s 
gas bags. 7 

When he lauds the fact that the 
balance of trade is in our favor. some 
horny-handed, hard-voiced farmer 
wants to know why American-made 
plows are sold cheaper in Europe than 
in Ohio.

Is the Ku-Klux Act Alive? 

The demand on President Roosevelt 
to send federal troops into Pennsylva- 
nia, whether requested so to do by 
Governor Stone or not, was founded 
and argued for upon the provisions of 
section 5299 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States. The reading of 
that section clearly authorizes the 
president to send United States troops 
into any state when conditions exist 
which the executive may construe 
into a denial by such state of the equal 
protection of the laws to which they 
(citizens) are entitled under the con- 
stitution of the United States, etc. 

That is the statute passed in 1571 
for the purpose, ostensibly, of enforc- 
ing the fourteenth amendment and 
filing the southern states with federal 
troops to enforce the rule of republi- 
can carpet-bag governments. It is tho 
ku-klux act and was repealed by the 
posse comitatus clause of the army:ap- 
propriation act of 1878, according to 
most authorities, while others, like 
The New York Evening Post, claim 
that it is still of force. 

Anyhow, the president was advised 
that even if that section Is yet unre- 
pealed its constitutionality is most 
doubtful and that the present federal 
courts would most probably declare it 
unconstitutional whenever presented 
with the opportunity. 

In the absence, then, of any final 
judicial disposition of this noxious 
law, we call attention to this latest de- 
mand for its enforcement and believe 
it would be well for some of our south- 
ern congressmen to see to it that the 
undoubted purpose of the democratic 
congress of 1878 to repeal it is even 
at this late date effectuated. 

4s it stands, if it is yet the law for 
the emergencies named, it is a most 
villainous statute and would, in tie 
hands of an unscrupulous, partisan ex- 
ecutive give him a weapon more po- 
tent than any dictator of Rome ever 
wielded and more powerful for the de- 
struction of Amerécan libertics than 
all the foes the world could marshal 
against us. President Roosevelt was 
wisely advised not to resort to it, but 
Some other executive might be rash 
enough to do so at some future time. 
Better that it should be entirely up- 
rooted and cast out from -the statute 
book of the nation surely and finally.

The murder of Mark Austin, the young 
man whose dead body was found early 
Tuesday morning in a field just off 
Jones avenue mear the outskirts of the 
city, is still enveloped in mystery. No 
arrests have been made and no solution 
has been reached Wy the city detectives, 
who are working assiduously on the 
case. 


in covering their tracks well and the 
case is proving one of the hardest puzzles 
with which the police of Atlanta have 
had to deal in some time. It was an- 
nounced last night that the veil of mys- 
tery wasas thick as it was when the 
body of Austin was discovered. The 
detectives are working on several differ- 
ent clews and theories and it is expected 
that developments will come within the 
next day or two. 

Robbery ig the principal theory ad- 
vanced, but the officers have secured no 
positive evidence that would tend to 
prove robbery to be the motive. It 
has been reported that Austin was in 
possession of a large roll of money on 
Monday, but the detectives have been 
unable to establish this as a fact. It Is 
said that he also owned a fine gold 
watch, but it is not known for certain 
whether he wore this watch Monday. 
Neither hag any one been found who 
knows of Austin having had a diamond 
ring or diamond scarf pin, as reported. 

Another point developed in this con- 
nection is that the clothing of the dead 
man did not appear to have been rified, 
although some papers were found on 
the ground near the body. It is stated 
that the pockets were smooth and in 
order. Austin’s vest was unbuttoned, 
with the exception of the top and UDot- 
tom buttons, and on his shirt, under the 
vest, were some blood stains.

After an Karly Scare and Advance 
Cotton Eased Off. 


WEATHER REPORTS BEARISH 


Cables Weak and Receipts at Ports 
and Interiors Heavy—Closed 6 
to 10 Points Lower—Stocks 
Closed Dull and 
Easy. 


New York, October 15.—The cotton market 
opened steady with prices unchanged to 3 
points higher on covering and what appeared 
to be Wall street bull support, based so'ely 
upon reports of frost in northern Alabama, 
northern Mississipp! and northern Georgia. 
The Liverpool cables were distinctly disap- 
pointing and the movement of the crop was 
large. Not long after the call there was a 
marked change in the temper of the market, 
and early buyers turned sellers. The fonglich 
market private cables were discouraging to 
longs here, and the private news from the 
arep country told of no damage by the cold 
wave and splendid growing conditions vwver 
the entire southern half of the crop country. 
The late forecasts promised warmer weather 
for the northern section. Wall street failed 
to support the winter months to the extent 
expected, and the south was a free seiler. He- 
fore midday the market was weak and very 
feverish with prices well below the close of 
yesterday. Then came a slight and brief 
rally on room profit taking, soon followed by 
more pronounced weakness than before. For 
the balance cf the afternoon liquidation und 
bear pressure were prominent and the news con 
the whole was decidedly against improvement. 
Prices dropped point by point, with the close 
at about bottom, a net loss of 6 to 10 points. 
The tone was barely steady. Total sales were 
estimated at 300,000 bales. Clearances for 
export were large. New Orleans and Galvecs- 
ton were heavy sellers of the winter anl 
spring months in the last hour, and there 
were liberal sales made for the European ac- 
count as well. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Ofleans, October 15.—Spot cotton was 
quiet today. Y’nfavorable Liverpool cables, 
together with the responsive softening of von- 
tract values on this side, had the effect 2f 
making the purchasing element somewhat cau- 
t‘ous, s0 that bryers were rather chary of 
‘naking bids of better than t6c below offivial 
figures. Sales, 3,300 bales, including 1,300 
to arrive. Quotations reduced 1-1! 6c. 

Futures opened at about vesterday’s range, 
but soon. followed the deciine at Liverpool 
and sold down 5 to 6 points. At that ievel 
there was some realizing by room traders that 
sent the prices on the up grade to the end 
that on the noon callthe board showed a net 
decline from the opening of but 2. points. 
Thereafter a downward movement set in which 
continued to the close, the board then showing 
net losses of 10 to I! points on all posi- 
tions.

Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Grain Letter. 


Chicago, October |15.—Operatiuns in the grain 
pits, while only fairly active today, was more 
than ordinarily interesting in consequence of 
the peculiar reports regarding manipulation.

Among these is the his- 
tcry, abcve mentioned, a copy of all of 
the Atlanta nowspapers, and coins bearing 
the date cf the organization of the Sixth 
Methodist church, 1876; the dats of the 
changing ofthe name to the Merritts 
Avenue church, 1886, and the date of the 
change of name to the St. Mark Meth- 
odist church, 1902. 


FACULTY GIVES ITS CONSENT.

‘Chatto,’ a stone, and ‘hochee,’ flowered. 
The northern portion of the map shows 
that Chattanooga is in this state; it is 
below the 35th degree of latitude. I 
think it has beeri changed. This map 
shows some beautiful Indian names. [ 
sincerely hope that this map will be 
preserved.’’ |
